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Part III DETAILED ACTION 

1. The non-statutory double patenting rejection, whether of the 
obvious- type or non-obvious -type, is based on a judicially 
created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in 
the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or improper 
timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent. 
In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969); In re 
Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); In re Van 
Ornam , 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Lonqi , 759 
F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); and In re Goodman , 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993) . 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of 
record may sign a Terminal Disclaimer.

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2. Claims 2-51 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of double patenting over claims 1-22 of U. S. Patent 
No. 5,412,708 since the claims, if allowed, would improperly 
extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully 
disclosed in the patent and is covered by the patent since the 
patent and the application are claiming common subject matter, 
namely, a system for monitoring a plurality of scrutiny locations 
from a central station utilizing dial-up telephone facilities and 
comprising the same elements. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was 
prevented from presenting claims corresponding to those of the 
instant application during prosecution of the application which 
matured into a patent. In re Schneller , 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP § 804.
